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One of the first questions people ask when they visit our area is

seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

Hurricanes Bring Certain 
Uncertainties—Despite Uncertainty

Meteorologists call it the “cone of 
uncertainty,” but we civilians have 
referred to it variously as the cone 
of doom, the cone of disorder, the 
cone of prayer or the cone of heavy 
pharmaceuticals. 


It is here in that critical path— 
anxiously studying our location on 
each new forecast map—we awaited a 
monster hurricane. 


Irma has kicked Florida’s ass. 


This is the deal when you choose to 
live on basically a sand bar in the 
tropics. Sooner or later, youll get your 
ass kicked by weather. 


When Donna hammered the state in 
1960, we huddled inside my parents’ 
shuttered house and listened to the 
news on a transistor radio, hoping we 
wouldn’t run out of batteries. 


There was no Weather Channel, no 
colorful cone to contemplate, no 
spaghetti models to ponder. The 
sound of trees snapping is what told 
us the storm had arrived. 


Now, thanks to amazing science, we 
can start fretting 10 days in advance, 
as soon as the first unruly cloud 
creeps off the coast of Africa. 


Here’s a line that native Floridians 
love to hear: “You were born here. You 
must be used to this.” 


Seriously? Nobody ever gets used to 
it, no matter how many hurricanes 
they experience. If you’re not worried, 
you're a certifiable moron. 


The wait is always grinding. The blow 
is always frightening. The cleanup is 
always grueling. 


If you luck out and the worst of it 
misses you, that means somebody 
else got smacked. 


Twenty-five years ago, Andrew left a 
moonscape of destruction in south 
Miami-Dade. Yet if you drove just 
40 miles south, you saw untouched 
houses where not even the garbage 
cans got knocked over. 


Eleven months ago, Matthew blasted 
Haiti, killing more than 580 people 
before steaming toward Florida. Then 
it randomly sidestepped Miami, Fort 
Lauderdale and West Palm. 


Contrary to the blather of Pat 
Robertson and other doomsday 
preachers, hurricanes don’t seek 
out certain sinners to punish. The 
atmospheric forces guiding each 
storm are natural, well-documented 
and utterly uncontrollable. 


The aftermath is the most predictable 
part of any major hurricane 
encounter. That’s when people 
desperately turn to the big, bad, 
bumbling U.S. government. 


It’s happening now in Texas, following 
the heart-crushing devastation from 
Hurricane Harvey. Politicians such as 
Sen. Ted Cruz and Gov. Greg Abbott, 
who built their careers ranting 
against the federal bureaucracy, are 
now singing a different tune: Help! 


As of late last week, more than 
570,000 Texans had already applied 
for FEMA grants. 


Ironically, the cry for Harvey relief 
is being led by none other than 
President Donald Trump, who 
recently proposed slashing FEMA’s 
budget by $600 million. 


This is typical blowhard hurricane 
politics, which is tolerable if the 
result is getting crucial assistance to 
the victims. 


Cruz’s sneering opposition to the 
Hurricane Sandy relief package has 
come back to haunt him. Another 
hypocrite who voted against the 
New Jersey aid bill was Florida Sen. 
Marco Rubio, who, as you might 
have guessed, has been pleading for 
federal dollars to help Floridians in 
Irma’s path. 


A path, by the way, that all of us 
have been able to track thanks to the 
actual good work of another federal 
agency. It’s the National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration. 


NOAA runs a little outfit called the 
National Weather Service. Without 
its planes, satellites and experts, 
we'd still be following killer storms 
with pencils and paper hurricane 
maps. 


Instead we can turn on the TV or 
go online to watch storms approach 
hour by hour, complete with graphics 
showing expected storm _ surges, 
rainfall potential and wind speed 
probabilities. The science is literally 
phenomenal. 


Earlier this year, Trump submitted 
a budget that would cut funding to 
NOAA by 17 percent. The satellite data 
division alone would lose $513 million. 


Satellite data is what’s made it 
possible for us to watch Irma. There’s 
no doubt Trump himself is watching. 


Being a part-time Palm Beach resident 
with waterfront property, you’d think 
he would appreciate NOAA’s value, 
especially during hurricane season. 


That cone you see on your high-def 
TV, Mr. President? It’s way more 
important than a new border wall. 


Ask anyone in Houston, or Miami.

Novel Fleshes Out the 
Human Vulnerabilities 
of Refugees

“Lord, when did we see you hungry 
or thirsty or a stranger or needing 
clothes or sick or in prison, and did 
not help you?’ 


“He will reply, Truly I tell you, 
whatever you did not do for one of the 
least of these, you did not do for me.” 

- Matthew 25:44-45 


They are the least of these. 


They are women without faces, men 
without voices, children without 
names. More to the point, they are 
families without homes, running to 
escape hunger, war, oppression, and 
death. 


And maybe this would pull at your 
heartstrings, open up within you 
that reliably human thing we saw in 
Houston, where people reached out 
to the suffering stranger, squeezed 
tighter in the boat to make room for 
one more. Except that the people we’re 
talking about are not from Houston. 


They come from different places, speak 
different languages, sing to another 
God. And they huddle behind a collective 
noun: refugee. All of which makes it 
easier to objectify them, to see them as 
anonymous and abstract, to subsume 
their trauma in your unreasoned fears. 
It makes it easier to support dumb 
ideas like “extreme vetting.” 


Anyone who does could benefit from 
reading Refugee, the new novel by 
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Alan Gratz. It is a tripartite narrative, 
stories of escape as experienced 
by three children in three different 
eras. In 1939, Josef and his family 
are running from Nazi Germany and 
its persecution of the Jews. In 1994, 
Isabel and her family are fleeing the 
hunger and repression of the Castro 
regime. In 2015, Mahmoud and his 
family are trying to get away from the 
civil war that that has turned Aleppo, 
Syria, into a wasteland of blasted 
rubble. 


Gratz is a writer of young adult fiction, 
but there is nothing childish about the 
ordeals these children face. Captured 
by the Nazis, Josef must help his 
mother make an unbearable decision. 
Capsized in the Mediterranean Sea, 
Mahmoud must do the unthinkable to 
save his infant sister. And then, there 
is Isabel, racing for the bright lights of 
Miami Beach as a U.S. Coast Guard 
ship bears down. 


Under the immigration policy later 
dubbed “wet foot-dry foot,” if she and 
her family and friends are caught 
before reaching land, they will be 
sent back to Cuba, but if they make 
the beach, they can stay. That rule 
was always controversial. People 
complained that it discriminated 
against Haitian refugees, who enjoyed 
no such favor. Others feared a new 
influx of refugees would overwhelm 
Florida’s economy. 


But those concerns are far from your 
mind as the Coast Guard closes in on

Then there was 9/11. Then there 
was the United States’ invasion of 
Afghanistan. 


Jane, my youngest daughter, 
was seven years old in 2001. She 
graduated from college two years ago. 
Our country has been at war for 70 
percent of her life.

The Afghanistan War has lasted longer 
than the Civil War, WWI and WWII all 
together. 


Over the next 12 nights, Ken Burns is 
bringing the Vietnam War back to our 
living rooms. The PBS documentary will 
be an exhaustive 18-hour history of our 
involvement in Vietnam. The parallels 
between that catastrophic experience 
and the Afghanistan War are going to 
be remarkably unavoidable. 


Sixteen years after we went to war 
in Afghanistan we are no closer to 
any kind of victory. We’re not at war 
with Afghanistan—their government 
is our partner. They are not good 
partners. It is a government that is not 
dependable or remotely democratic, 
and corruption is at the crux of their 
economic life. We’ve been funding 
them with the lives of our soldiers and 
with trillions of dollars.

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In Afghanistan, it’s not even a civil war. 
It’s trickier than that. The enemies 
are a collection of Taliban, Al Qaeda, 
ISIS, jihadists, numerous tribes and 
God knows who else. They are hard 
to identify and difficult to find. They’re 
scattered around Pakistan, Syria, 
Iraq, Yemen and elsewhere. 


Some things are clear. The enemies 
are fiercely committed warriors who 
confidently defeated the British and 
the Russians. They are dedicated 
to causes for which they are willing 
to commit suicide. They have been 
fighting wars for centuries. They are 
killing our soldiers with weapons we 
gave them to defeat the Russians. 
They have an enormous home field 
advantage. 


We've killed many of their fighters. But 
for every innocent person we’ve killed 
(collateral damage), we’ve created far 
more enemies—enemies who will have 
an enduring, passionate hatred for 
the United States. 


Our country is war-weary. Sadly, this 
volunteer army is largely forgotten. 
The sacrifices made by our troops 
and their families are known to all of 
us. But as long as others are willing 
to make these sacrifices, the rest 
of America stays glued to their cell 
phones. 


The Vietnam War had a compulsory 
draft. That kept the war in our minds 
and protests in the streets. Much of

Isabel. Having endured a harrowing 
trip with her on a rickety boat crossing 
the Florida Straits, you’re just pulling 
for her to make it. 


It’s not that the political concerns 
are immaterial or even wrong, but 
that they tell only part of the story. 
In Refugee, Gratz tells the rest, which 
is that human beings and human 
lives get caught in the gears of those 
politics. 


His book is dangerous because, once 
having lived in Isabel’s shoes, in 
Josefs and Mahmoud’s shoes, you 
will find it that much harder to ever 
again reduce a refugee’s plight to just 
its policy dimensions. Much less, to 
your fears. The book demands more. It 
demands your humanity. 


At its best, fiction is a lie that reveals 


the countercultural revolution in the 
1960s was due to the war. Knowing 
that men born between 1944 and 
1950 could be forced into military 
service had a way of capturing people’s 
attention. 


Whether it is arguments over the 
federal budget, climate change, health 
care policy, same-sex bathrooms, 
Russia, North Korea, President 
Trump’s tweets, seemingly endless 
hurricanes or Caitlyn Jenner and the 
Kardashians, there’s not much room 
for war coverage in the news. 


We as acountry are weary of war. Once 
again, old men (most of whom never 
served in this country’s armed forces) 
are sending youngsters to battle on 
the other side of the world. The blame 
can’t be laid in political terms on the 
Democrats or the Republicans. Just 
as in Vietnam, leaders in both parties 
are responsible. 


One lesson we should have learned by 
now is to be careful anytime we decide 
to declare war. If you’re keeping score, 
the War on Poverty and the War on 
Drugs were not winning efforts. As 
long as crazed, suicidal humans are 
committed to strapping bombs to 
their bodies to blow people up, we’re 
not going to win a War on Terror. 


It is time to support our incredibly 
brave troops and their families in the 
most meaningful way possible. It is 
time to bring them home.

My Understanding of DACA and Why It Matters

DACA is a shining example of how 
ignorant I am about things that don’t 
directly affect me. The Deferred Action 
for Childhood Arrivals—Obama’s 
policy that protects nearly 800,000 
children of unauthorized immigrants 
in the United States from deportation 
and has allowed them to work here 
legally—was rescinded by President 
Trump and his administration earlier 
this month. 


Without knowing any of the details, 
the emergence of this news just 
bounced right off me. I assumed 
whatever was happening to DACA, 
it couldn’t be good because Trump’s 
pushing for it. I don’t make this 
assumption often with politicians 
I disagree with, but anyone with 
a meager amount of objectivity 
can see almost everything Trump 
does is corrupt, egotistical and/or 
dangerous. 


I simply can’t keep up with the 
hornet’s nest of reasons to be 
outraged, and it has resulted in a 


fatigue of news and anxiety. DACA, to 
me, was just something else I would 
have to process and make room for 
to stay current on the growing heap 
of things that matter. 


About a week after having first heard 
about DACA, I finally reached some 
idea about what it was, who it affects, 
and why some Republicans feel like 
Trump is making the right call. 


Here are some of the things I learned. 


To apply for DACA status, immigrants 
had to be younger than 31 on June 
15, 2012. They also had to have 
entered the country before the age of 
16. These are young adults who have 
spent almost, if not entirely, their 
whole lives in the United States. 


Those who favor Trump’s motion 
claim that Obama’s policy was 
unconstitutional due to it being 
pushed throughas an executive order. 
Their argument is that immigration 
laws are unconstitutional if not 


handled directly by Congress. Still, 
no one 


seems too concerned that 
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there’s currently no court ruling on 
the constitutionality of DACA. 


If Congress fails to pass a bill in the 
next six months to protect DACA 
recipients, there will be at least 
788,000 immigrants, authorized 
to work and residing in the U.S., 
with statuses set to expire. Mass 
deportations will force law-abiding, 
hardworking immigrants to 
refigure out their whole situations 
in a country they’ve never really 
established themselves in. The loss 
of DACA workers will reduce the 
United States GDP by more than 
$400 billon. 


I’ve been reassured not to worry, that 
the benevolent and caring men in 
Congress will most certainly pass it. 


Bearing in mind, the majority 
support Trump had from Congress 
and constituents on his disaster of a 
travel ban, and their utter disregard 
of the Constitution for the careless 
executive order...I’m not too hopeful. 
Remember, kids had their hands 


zip-tied, and families who lawfully 


lived in the U.S. were being detained 
overnight at airports without any 
warning upon returning home from 
a visit to their native countries. 


Instead of receiving a fair trial, green 
card holders were handcuffed, had 
their social media accounts vetted, 
and were interrogated on _ their 
views of Trump. Still, polls suggest 
majority support for this executive 
order just earlier this year. I’m not 
too optimistic about support for 
DACA. 


I honestly don’t know what the 
Constitution says on making 
immigration policy. For me, it’s not 
really that important. DACA was the 
right thing to do. I mainly appreciate 
the Constitution whenever it comes 
to protecting individual liberties, 
something that is threatened by 
lawmakers constantly. 


Pulling the “Constitution card” when 
it serves an opportunity to possibly rip 
the rug out from under a large group 
of people is an obvious misplaced 
priority of our Constitution.

The Red Bar, Grayton Beach 


They are more than a jazz band. They are a local institution. In the glow of 
signature red lights, as unloaded herds of hungry patrons shuttle in, the 
Grayton Beach mainstay makes every occasion feel like a special one. 


Fans of all ages, from hypnotized toddlers to hypnotized wine aficionados, 
claimed the limited seating directly in front of the band—sometimes managing 
to fit two in a chair. Over the murmur of the dinner crowd, the band played a 
mix of artistic jazz and upbeat soul. 


Featuring Robert Orr (guitar and vocals), Larry Payne (bass and vocals), 
Wayne Burkholder (guitar and vocals), and Jabo Starks (drums and vocals), 
the Red Bar Jazz Band makes intricate, flawless runs look easy. They are a 
well-loved and well-oiled machine, trading solos while knowing how to keep 
the audience dialed in. A song full of funky runs and nimble-fingered guitar 
work might be followed by “The Thrill is Gone” or “Blackbird.” It’s an artful 
mix that gets progressively funkier as the night unfolds. 


The two ladies seated to my right seemed to be disappointed when their table 
was ready, not really wanting to move away from the band. The common 
request at the hostess booth was to be seated within earshot of the music, 
and the Red Bar obliged as best they could. 


While the waiters shuffled the 
signature chalkboard menus 
between tables, everything 
about the night felt like a 
well-orchestrated dance. On 
this particular night, the 
dance included Jabo and 
Beachcomber Music Award 
winning drummer John 
Reinlie alternating sets. 


Perhaps the scene stealer 
of the night was Reinlie’s 
daughter Rudy, who lit up 
every time she caught a 
glimpse of her dad behind 
the drum kit.

Comprised of libraries in Crestview, Destin, Fort 
Walton Beach, Mary Esther, Niceville and Valparaiso, 
it “serves residents of Okaloosa County with free 
public library services.” To mark the occasion, we 
present 20 fun facts about your community libraries. 


1. Both the Valparaiso Community Library and the 
Crestview Public Library offer the chance to socialize 
and craft at the same time. Crestview hosts “Coffee 
and Craft” each month, while the Valparaiso library 
has a weekly “Needles and Hooks Social Club.” 


2. Learn Japanese, Arabic or Spanish from your 
own computer. Visit the OCPLC website, and use 
your library card to log into Rocket Languages. 
Features downloadable lessons, games, and more. 


3. On the third Tuesday of every month, children 
can read to special dogs as part of the READ: 
Reading Education Assistance Dogs program 
at Niceville Public Library. Signup is required. 
Crestview children can also read to Dozer, a local 
pup, on the first Saturday of every month. 
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4. In 1991, celebrated American author Harper Lee 
donated $200 to the Destin Library for the purchase 
of new books. 


5. In 2007, the OCPLC had 100,335 registered 
borrowers, or 55 percent of Okaloosa County’s 
entire population. In 2016, there were 72,555 
registered borrowers, equivalent to 36 percent 
of our population.

Amazingly, 2007 had 608,804 checkouts, while 
there were—drumroll, please—762,052 check-outs 
in 2016. We may live online these days, but we still 
love our libraries.

7. The Mary Esther Public Library offers a Monthly 
Movie Matinee, which features “family-friendly 
movies each month throughout the year.”

11. Genealogists will be pleased to know that 
the Valparaiso library has a unique collection of 
genealogy materials—“over 3,600 publications 
with hundreds of local researches completing their 
family histories.” 


12. Courtesy of OPLC, drivers have FREE online 
access to a ton of DMV practice tests—permit or 
driver’s license, motorcycle, even CDL. 


13. The Fort Walton Beach Library’s address on 
Miracle Strip Parkway makes it the perfect place to 
stop and grab a beach read before heading out to 
Okaloosa Island.

Since its 2007 resurgence courtesy 
of Robert Rodriguez and Quentin 
Tarantino, the term “grindhouse” 
has seen a lot of spotlight in 
modern cinema. Prior to _ the 
aforementioned auteurs’ double 
feature, grindhouse was simple—sex, 
violence, bizarre subject matter...pure 
exploitation at its finest. 


As an art form in the 21st century, 
there seems to be a need to strike a 
fair balance—becoming true tongue- 
in-cheek exploitation, all while 
winking at the camera with a “so 
bad, it’s good” air of fun. Too much 
of any element, and you have just a 
flat-out bad movie. Luckily for us, 
director Seve Schelenz gets it right 
with Peelers. 


From the opening credits—an NSFW 
spin on 007 turf—you know exactly 
what you’re getting yourself into. 
Actress Wren Walker has a ball as 
Blue Jean “Don’t You Dare Call Her 
BJ” Douglas, a down-on-her-luck 
strip club owner on her last night 
before shutting down and selling the 
place. Of course, no proper send off 
is complete without a few shots of 
tequila, some last hurrah dances from 
some rather unique strippers, and 
some oily pseudo-zombies crashing 
the party and tearing the patrons to 
shreds. 
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How did they get there? There’s 
something about some miners and a 
dig gone wrong. Subplots abound, but 
don’t bother reading too much into 
all that. Just sit back and watch Blue 
Jean and her ragtag team of strippers 
and bouncers go against the odds to 
win the day, all while simultaneously 
getting dispatched one by one. 


As with any good grindhouse creature 
feature, what the film lacks in its gravity- 
defying plot, it makes up for in good 
old-fashioned nudity, gore and visceral 
violence. Schelenz’s team has created 
kills a plenty...and they’re creative, 
for sure. One particular sequence 
regarding a character’s  still-beating 
insides was particularly unsettling.

Speaking of, the girl power is strong 
with this one and timely to boot. In 
the era of “grab ‘em by the you-know- 
what,” it’s a bit of fun to see this 
cast and these filmmakers take that 
sentiment and properly piss on it— 
figuratively and literally.

Get Ready to Root for 
the Losers = “IT”

The movie IT arrived in theaters 
just in time for Hurricane Irma. And 
although some stores had sandbags 
in front of them, my husband and I 
braved the Destin Commons and 
saw IT on opening weekend. I knew 
what to expect - I love the book, have 
seen the trailer, and was at peace with 
the absence of Tim Curry. 


Based on Stephen King’s novel of 
the same name, IT has enthralled 
and terrified millions since it was 
published in 1986. The plot is simple - 
a group of kids known as “The Losers” 
lives in ‘5Os-era Derry, Maine. One 
idyllic summer, their lives are changed 
forever when they are confronted by a 
nameless evil...by IT. 


Half the novel deals with the Losers 
fighting IT, and the other half deals 
with them as adults returning to 
Derry for a final showdown with IT. 
This movie covers the children’s story, 
and the sequel will cover the adults. 
Going in, I knew this was part one— 
the audience was largely surprised 
when the end title card read “Chapter 
One”—and I expected the end to set 
us up for part two. 


What I did not expect? The audience 
reaction. “It was just the right mix 
of funny and scary.” Those were the 
exact words of some folks behind us 
upon leaving the theater. Funny? 
Not a reaction you’d expect to this 
highly anticipated movie that features 


the granddaddy of killer clowns. 
Surprisingly, the film elicited multiple 
laughs from the packed theater, and 
yes, some of them were in response to 
genuinely funny quips. 


But laughing at Pennywise, the 
terrifying clown that feeds on both 
children’s fear and on the children 
themselves? That was unexpected. I 
suspect it was the result of a jaded 
audience grown increasingly immune 
to old school jump scares. For better 
or worse, supernatural horror fans 
have gotten used to the less is more 
approach favored by movies such as 
Paranormal Activity or The Conjuring. 
I’m afraid that less was not necessarily 
more for Bill Skarsgard’s Pennywise. 


It’s also worth noting that there was 
absolutely nothing subtle about the 
score. That said, when the movie 
needed to punch you in the gut, it 
punched hard. And the audience 
reacted exactly the way director Andy 
Muschietti hoped it would—with 
gasps, cheers, and shock. 


As an adaptation, IT nails it. There 
were quite a few winks to book 
readers, and the spirit of the Losers is 
pitch perfect. While there’s not a ton 
of time to spend on each individual’s 
backstory, each member of the 
ensemble cast nails his or her story. 
In particular, Sophia Lillis as Beverly 
Marsh sent chills down my spine. 
Her portrayal of the razor’s edge that 
children with abusive parents must 
tread is astounding.

Margot Carlson Delogne lost her father in 
the Vietnam War. As she grew to adulthood, 
she began wondering about the children 
in Vietnam who also lost their parents. Her 
wondering led to an idea to promote healing, 
inspiring a nonprofit organization and the 
documentary film The 2 Sides Project. 


The WSRE Public Square Speakers series 
presents Carlson Delogne, along with film 
director Anthony Istrico and Gold Star 
son Ron Reyes, in the Jean & Paul Amos 
Performance Studio. They will discuss their 
recent experiences in Vietnam and present a 
screening of the Film.

The 2 Sides Project was created by Carlson 
Delogne in March 2015 to connect sons and 
daughters who lost fathers on opposite sides 
of the Vietnam War. The documentary of 
the same name follows the unforgettable 
journey of six Americans as they discovered 
a country and a people with a shared history 
and common grief. 


In Vietnam, they met more than 20 
Vietnamese sons and daughters whose 
fathers also died in the war. Istrico’s film 
captures these powerful encounters along 
with emotional visits to the sites where the 
Americans’ fathers died some 50 years ago. 


Reyes is the son of Marine Private First Class 
Ronald Reyes, who was killed in Vietnam on 
March 30, 1968. He is one of the Americans 
featured in the film, and he also appears in 
the 2016 WSRE documentary They Were Our 
Fathers. 


Carlson Delogne’s goal for the 2 Sides Project 
is to connect more people similarly affected 
by the Vietnam War, and eventually by more 
recent wars. According to the organization's 
website, an estimated 20,000 Americans and 
70,000 Vietnamese lost their Fathers in the 
Vietnam War. 


The 2 Sides Project documentary, awarded 
the Gl Film Festival Founders’ Choice Award 
in May, is currently being formatted For TV 
broadcast and will soon be scheduled to air 
on PBS member stations, including WSRE.

With deer season quickly approaching, we 
must get our minds focused on hunting again. 
Those early mornings and long days of hunting, 
hopefully followed by late nights tracking deer. 
There are numerous things that a hunter does 
to prepare for deer season, varying from person 
to person. 


Ensure that you have the correct licenses and 
check the hunting regulations in your area. 
What your preparations consist of also depends 
on whether you’re hunting private or public 
land. This to-do list can help, whether you’re a 
seasoned hunter or trying it out for the first time. 


FLORIDA SEASON DATES 

To check your zone’s 2018 season dates in 
Florida, visit http://myfwce.com/hunting/ 
season-dates/zone-map. 


ALABAMA SEASON DATES 
To check your zone’s 2018 season dates in 
Alabama, visit http://www.outdooralabama. 
com/deer-season-zone-map. 


SCOUTING 
First things first. Whether you will be hunting 
public or private land, you must do some 
scouting before season opener. I recommend only 
scouting from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Even if you’ve 
been hunting the same land for years, it’s always 
good to get your feet on the ground and do some 
walking to check deer sign and locate bedding 
areas. Look for thick cover, deer tracks, water 
and food sources. This will help you in choosing 
your stand locations. 
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RUNNING/CHECKING TRAIL CAMERAS 

This is a good way to scout your property or public property that you may 
be hunting. Ensure that you have a good lock box on your camera if you’re 
hunting public land. After you’ve found good deer sign in the area, put up 
your trail cameras. Before the season opens, I would recommend checking 
them every 10 to 14 days. 


You don’t want to be in the woods too much. The less pressure on the deer 
herd, the better. Keep in mind that you can also purchase a mobile trail 
camera that sends the photos to your phone in real time so you don’t have 
to physically check it as often. 


After you’ve set up your trail cameras, move them as needed. If you’re only 
getting nighttime photos, move the cameras closer to the bedding area to try 
and get them in daylight. 


CHOOSING STAND LOCATIONS/CHECKING OLD STANDS 

At this point, you should have your scouting done and a good idea of where 
you'd like to place your stands or climber when you go hunting. You want to 
have good cover so you don’t get busted, as well as shooting lanes available 
to you. Set up your stand, sit in it and have a friend help you determine 
what needs to be cut. This is a good time to go in and check the straps on 
your old stands, screw in some hooks and bow hangers, etc. 


TUNING UP YOUR BOW/SIGHTING IN YOUR GUN 


A few weeks before you head to the woods, definitely grab your bow or gun and ensure 
they are sighted in. If you’re archery hunting, take it to your local bow tech to paper 
tune and grab some new arrows/broadheads for the season. Sharp broadheads go a 


long way. Put out a target and start flinging a few arrows daily. 


These are just a few major things that hunters should do to prepare themselves for the 
season ahead. You may also need to prepare food plots, clean up your hunting camp or 
apply for quota hunts. Every hunter is different and has different goals for their hunting 


season. Regardless, be safe, follow the rules and have fun!

On first glance, the matte-black 
metal squares lining the ceiling of 
the yoga studio seem like a bit of 
industrial design. They give the place 
a warehouse feel. 


But this is no architectural flourish. 
The panels actually radiate far 
infrared heat, a_ state-of-the-art 
technology that warms the bodies 
of the students at Hot Yoga Om in 
downtown Fort Walton Beach. 


The studio, which opened in 2015, is 
one of the newer options for people 
interested in the benefits of hot yoga, 
a mind and body wellness trend that 
has swept across the nation and is 
now gathering traction in Northwest 
Florida. 


“It combines the power and relaxation 
of yoga with those panels, which heat 
the body from the outside in,” says 
Laura Tyree, owner of Hot Yoga Om 
and the longstanding Dragonfly Yoga 
studio nearby. “That’s a recipe for 
healing if I’ve ever heard one.” 


Some hot yoga studios use regular 


space heaters to crank up the 
temperature, heating the air and 
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creating stuffy, muggy rooms. At Hot 
Yoga Om, humidity is kept really low, 
around 20 to 30 percent, and the 
panels make the body feel like it’s 
getting warmed by the sun, instead 
of standing in front of a radiator. 


“You can definitely tell the difference 
immediately,” says Paris Hollnagel, 
one of the studio’s instructors who 
began teaching one class to try it out, 
but quickly became devoted to the 
practice and now teaches five times 
a week. 


The far infrared heat travels three 
inches into the skin, warming 
muscles and tissues and increasing 
blood flow. The reported therapeutic 
and health benefits are wide- 
ranging—it can help your heart and 
blood pressure, immune _ system, 
arthritis, diabetes, pain, sleep, skin, 
weight management and even with 
reducing risk of and healing from 
cancer. 


The heat also gets the body warmed 
up faster, so those looking to increase 
strength or flexibility can reach those 
points quicker. 


“Once you come to a hot yoga class, 
it’s very impactful,” says Hollnagel. 
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“Even if you’re not moving very fast, 
the heat is doing some of the work. 
You can just relax into it. You leave 
feeling so energized.” 


Eight teachers offer classes at Hot 
Yoga Om in a variety of styles and 
heat levels. Classes range from 95 to 
105 degrees. Devoted students and 


newcomers travel from all across 
Northwest Florida to attend and 
the studio has developed a strong 
community. 


Before a recent class, students 
greeted each other in the lobby, 
which features a changing room and 
water station. They talked about 
developments in their lives and how 
they were feeling that day. 


Tiffany Moore says that sense of 
community is one of the reasons 
she drives in from Navarre to 
attend classes. She has also noticed 
improvements in her running 
endurance, a boost in her mood and 
feeling more centered and balanced. 


“It literally transformed my life when 
I started going on a regular basis,” 
she says. 


It’s this type of overall mental and 
physical health and _ supportive 
community that owner Tyree seeks to 
bring to people in Northwest Florida, 
whether through her yoga classes and 
yoga teacher training at Dragonfly 
Yoga, the far infrared heat therapy 
at Hot Yoga Om, or her massage and 
deep-healing practices. 


“I feel like it’s my job on this planet 
and in this community to help people 
heal,” she says.

When you start the process to purchase a condominium, townhouse or another 
type of property in a planned development such as a gated community, you 
are often obligated to join that community’s homeowners’ association (HOA) 
and pay monthly or annual HOA fees for the upkeep of common areas and the 
building. 


At Century 21 Blue Marlin, we have been in tune with these organizations and 
have some light to shed on their influence on you as an owner. 


Living in a home that is a part of an HOA means that the association gets to 
determine the acceptable appearance for your home. The paint color, where 
you park your car, how often you landscape or mow your lawn, and how you 
decorate your home’s exterior for the holidays may all be scrutinized by the 
HOA. 


If all of these rules seem reasonable to you and are in line with how you are 
likely to maintain your home anyway, this community may be right for you. If 
not, you may want to consider other housing options.

Hearty, Family-Friendly Meals at Gug’s Ciao Italia Bistro 


Somewhere between waving goodbye 
to the departing summer tourists and 
saying hello to the pre-hurricane 
lines at the grocery stores, there lies 
a little season of calm. An evening 
drive into the heart of Destin to dine 
out is an option, not a punchline. If 
the prospect needed any sweetening, 
it was the temporary suspension of 
bridge tolls. My family and I recently 
traveled across Mid-Bay Bridge for 
dinner at Guglielmo Ianni’s newest 
restaurant, Ciao Italia Bistro. 


Ciao Italia sits on a corner overlooking 
U.S. 98 East, easily visible from the 
road. The restaurant is spacious, 
with plenty of windows, indoor and 
outdoor seating. The dining room is 
an elongated rectangle, with a bar/ 
lounge (and piano) a semi-private 
dining area, and tables for small and 
large parties. The walls are decorated 
with photos, mirrors, posters, and 
stills from classic gangster films. 
There are plants, wood and _ brick 
accents, and sturdy tables and chairs. 
The settings are solid and substantial 
— grownup glassware, good cloth 
napkins, serviceable silverware. 


The hostess and server greeted us 
warmly. My daughter Grace did 
the ambassadorial duties, which 
consisted of telling everything she’d 
done since breakfast. 


Once seated, we took a look at the 
menu, and our server (Becky) told 
us about some daily specials, which 
are also listed on a chalkboard at 
the entrance, including a family- 


style meal option. The menu offers 


appetizers, salads, classic pasta, 
homemade pasta, meat courses, fish, 
and a children’s menu. 


Fried calamari is my and my wife’s 
default appetizer, and we hadn’t had 
it in a while, so we ordered a plate, 
with marinara sauce. Meantime, the 
server brought a plate of hot, crusty 
and chewy rolls, with herb and olive 
oil dip, plus butter. Grace tore into 
those—though she loved calamari 
as an unquestioning toddler, she 
declines it now. 


The squid arrived; there was plenty 
for sharing. There’s a mixture of thick 
rings and tender little tentacles, with a 
full pitcher of warm marinara. Hot and 
crunchy on the outside, and tender on 
the inside. Grace didn’t seem to mind 
my eating her share, and some of her 
mom’s as well. 


Other starters are fried _ ravioli, 
meatballs, bruschetta, shrimp or 
mussels diavola (spicy), caprese with 
tomato and basil, and hot wings. 
There are also salads—house, Caesar, 
Greek, and a soup of the day, and 
grilled chicken can be added to make 
a dinner salad. 


I latched on to one of the daily specials— 
linguine pescatore (fisherman’s style), 
and my wife chose chicken piccata. 
The calamari had been almost a dinner 
in itself, so I was figuring on to-go 
boxes. While we waited for our mains, 
I noticed the place was beginning to fill 
with later evening diners. There was a 
large table of family and friends at the 
other end of the restaurant—carafes 


and bottles of wine, people laughing 
and enjoying themselves. There was a 
general sense of calm and serenity, even 
with a monster hurricane limbering up 
in the Atlantic. 


The main courses arrived, generously 
portioned like the squid. My linguine 
came in a wide bowl, with a smaller 
bowl for shells. The pasta was 
mounded and laced with tender and 
chewy clams, scallops, shrimp, squid 
and chunks of fish, with a wine, garlic, 
onion and olive oil sauce that carried a 
touch of spicy heat. I ate it all without 
wanting any leftovers. My wife’s 
chicken was served over angel hair 
pasta, the richness of the white wine 
and butter sauce balanced with lemon 
and piquant capers. My wife boxed up 
much of hers (it fed us both next day), 
to help leave room for dessert.

Other entree possibilities 
spaghetti and meatballs, 
alfredo, spaghetti carbonara, 
rigatoni with sausage in vodka 
sauce, spaghetti puttanesca, ravioli, 
spaghetti amatriciana (with pancetta, 
red pepper and tomato), penne 
contadina (with broccoli, mushrooms, 
olives, artichokes and _ roasted 
peppers), manicotti, lasagna, linguine 
Bolognese, gnocchi, stuffed shells, 
eggplant or chicken parmigiana, 
linguine with clams, shrimp scampi, 
risotto pescatore, chicken marsala, 
saltimbocca, sorrentina or Romano, 
fried or baked fish and shellfish, and 
blackened salmon Nero. 


The dessert menu offers bomba (gelati 
with cherry, almond cinnamon and 


chocolate), chocolate fondant (not

available that night), cheesecake, 
cannoli, and tiramisu. Grace and I 
split the tiramisu. Ciao Italia’s version 
is classic, pillowy soft ladyfingers 
soaked with coffee liqueur and 
espresso, with mascarpone and a 
dusting of unsweetened cocoa. Grace 
liked the whipped cream, but this was 
her first taste of coffee and she needs 
more time to cultivate her palate. ‘Til 
then, more for me.

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Beer... It’s What’s for Dinner

You can have your beer and eat it, 
too. 


Though there are a variety of ways to 
cook with beer that involve batter and 
a deep fryer—which is way too much 
mess for lazy cooks like ourselves— 
the recent Hurricane Irma-induced 
temperature crash reminded us fall 
(a/k/a football season) is almost here. 
It’s the perfect time to break out the 
chili recipes. And, of course, the beer, 
too—perfect to go with chili, and in it. 


In case you haven’t heard, beer chili is 
the best. We grew up on the stuff and 
we aren’t even from Texas, the state 
that’s not only famous for its chili, but 
for adding a brewski to the pot. Pretty 
smart, those Texans. They know hops 
and malt can infuse a simmering chili 


with some much-needed liquid to add 
a unique depth of flavor. 


Though our fave has always been a 
meaty, beanless variety, we recently 
ventured outside our chili comfort 
zone and whipped up a couple of 
trendier versions using poultry and 
beans other than kidneys. So far the 
biggest crowd pleaser was our black 
bean and chipotle chili made with a 
hearty portion of ground turkey, fire 
roasted tomatoes, corn and chipotle 
peppers in adobo sauce. 


Though we used a bottle of dark 
Guinness in our last batch, we’re 
going to go with something lighter 
next time like Rogue’s Dead Guy, a 
super flavorful, smooth tasting bock. 
Fortunately, with all the spice going 
on, it was really hard to mess up the 
end result. Though we were kind of

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wishing we went with a lighter beer, 
our Guinness chili was still a big hit 
with our hungry recipe testers (also 
known as the fam) who gobbled it up 
without complaint. 


Our adventure into turkey chili went so 
well, it got us to thinking—if turkey can 
sub for beef, why can’t chicken? So we 
whipped up a chicken and white bean 
chili using a Sierra Nevada Pale Ale, 
one of our favorite go-to brews, using a 
little more than half a bottle for a small 
batch. Do we really have to explain 
what happened to the rest of it? 


Though similar recipes call for sour 
cream to be mixed in the broth to give 
it a thick and creamy consistency, we 
found that unless it’s eaten right away, 
it breaks down. Instead, we serve it on 
the side and thicken the chili broth 
by mashing some of the beans with 
liquid until it makes a kind of bean 
slurry. Believe it or not, this makes a 
creamy, gluten- and dairy-free base. 
As a bonus, using chicken breasts 
makes for a skinny chili, and all those 
saved calories can be used to wash it 
down with some guilt-free brews. 


We know what you're thinking. That’s 
all fine and dandy, but what about the 
taste? When slow-simmered with spice, 
broth and our pale ale that added 
depth of flavor without hijacking the 
spicy flavor, this turned out to be one 
of the tastiest chilis we’ve ever made. 
It paired exceptionally well with our 
cornbread donuts, perfect for dunking. 


Speaking of cornbread, you can make 
an easy, no-fuss beer cornbread by 
replacing the water in a quick mix like 
Martha White’s that doesn’t require 
milk or eggs. Use a caramelly brew 
for a sweeter flavor or a spicy IPA for 
a more savory edge. And it doesn’t 
need to be flat—the carbonation will 
actually help aerate the batter. Doctor 
it up even more by throwing in some 
chopped peppers, onions, cheese, 
chopped ham or cooked bacon. 


Want to try cooking with beer but 
not sure what kind to throw in? An 
easy way to start is with a common 
everyday beer. We’re talking anything 
from Anheuser Busch, Miller or even 
a PBR. If you’re looking for dark, try a 
Mich or Guinness. 


On the other hand, cooking with beer 
is the perfect way to make good use 
of those brews in your fridge you’ve 
been avoiding. The beer you don’t like 
to drink might be one you love to eat. 
Got a dunkel that’s way too earthy? 
Pour some in stews, beefy soups, 
bread dough or chocolate cake batter 
for extra depth of flavor. Or maybe it’s 
a sugary sweet pumpkin, pecan or 
other ale that makes your tongue curl. 


Chances are good the intense flavor 
is just what the cake doctor ordered 
to liven up a ho-hum baked good 
from a mix. This also works with 
sweet breads, muffins, and even pies. 
Because, really, why should rum and 
whiskey have all the fun?

Mikey has been at Harbor Docks since 1984. At age 19, he started working 
at the legendary Destin restaurant. Initially he collected money at the front 
door, but soon found his home behind the bar, where he’s been for the last 
33 years. 


“A girl that was working here couldn’t show up for work one day, and I was 
outside working taking money at the door. They said, ‘Can you bartend?’ I 
said, ‘Yeah, I’m not good at it, but I can do it.’ So they stuck me in there and 
I’ve been behind the bar ever since,” says Mikey. 


His signature drink is the Mike-A-Rita. Named after him 18 years ago, the 
bartender’s take on a margarita has become a Harbor Docks staple. “I made 
it the way I liked to drink it, the way I thought it should taste,” Mikey says. 
“Locals knew about it before it was on the menu. People just started calling 
it the Mike-A-Rita or Mikey-Rita. Then I came to work one day and it was 
on the menu.” 


Some people may wonder what has made Seevers stay at the same job for 
over three decades. “What has brought me back to work every day to this 
place is the locals, the atmosphere, the people that I’ve met along the way 
that have become really good friends, almost like family. It’s Jimmy Patzig 
and Steve Sauer sitting there having their fun little banter with each other. 
That kind of stuff has kept me coming back forever.” 


Mikey has left his mark on Harbor Docks, figuratively and literally. If you 
look closely, you can find the bartender’s handprint permanently indented 
into the bar. He says it simply happened after spending so many years 
behind that bar, from shucking oysters back in the day to leaning against it 
for hours while talking to customers. 


He has three children—Jordan, Lauren and Jonah—and a Blue Pitbull 
named Lily that he describes as the “sweetest dog ever.” When he isn’t 
behind the bar at Harbor Docks, Mikey enjoys surfing, fishing and hunting.
